COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio could 
become the 33rd state to ratify the 
women’s Equal Rights Amendment 
next week but those in control were not 
saying so Friday. 
Senate Majority Theodore M. Gray, 
R-3 Columbus, chairman of the Senate 
Rules Committee which has had the 
Housepassed resolution since Jan. 23, 
said: “I don’t know. We’ll see if we can 
get the feeling on it in the committee.” 
Gray’s comments indicated to some 
that the Rules Committee, which has 
control over what matters reach the 
Senate floor for a vote, may be hassl­ 
ing on the long-delayed issue. 
The highly publicized proposal to 
prohibit discrimination on the basis of 
sex, in an amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution, has been languishing in 
the Senate for about nine months. 
It was revived this year after it 
picked up the endorsement of the Ohio 
AFIi-CIO — which opposed it last year 
and then relented — and after Gov. 
John J. Gilligan urged its approval in 
his State of the State address Jan. 15. 
Other speculation over the delay 
involved reports that the Senate has 
been asked for permission to let the 
floor proceedings be covered live by 
radio and-or television. That obviously 
would involve scheduling. 
Reds Resume 
Attacks 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) - 
Khmer Rouge insurgents resumed 
their artillery and rocket attacks on 
the Phnom Penh area today and 
authorities said at least 28 persons 
were killed and 94 wounded in a 
predawn barrage. 


The casualty list was expected to 
grow as police dug through rubble and 
called in their reports. Police and 
reporters said the attack included at 
least 118 rounds of fire. 
The Cambodian command said most 
of the shells and rockets fell between 4 
a.m. and 6 a.m. in the densely 
populated Till Turn Ping section in 
southwest 
Phnom Penh. 
Previous 
rocket and artillery bombardments 
had already taken a heavy toll in lives 
in that area. 
Three 122mm rockets hit the nor­ 
thwestern suburb of Tuol Kauk, killing 
one person and wounding eight others. 
Other shells hit around Pochetong 
airport west of the city and on the 
southern side of Takhmau, seven miles 
southeast of the capital. Eight rounds 
of 75mm recoilless rifle fire fell on 
Chbbar Ampeou just across the Bassac 
River to the southeast of the city, 
killing seven persons and wounding 41. 
At least three rounds hit within 200 
yards of President Lon Nol’s official 
residence. The president has been 
living closer to Phnom Penh at the 
presidential palace, out of range of the 
insurgents’ artillery. 


The bombardment was the most 
widespread shelling of the capital area 
to date. The government has reported 
180 persons killed and 469 wounded in 
artillery and rocket attacks since Dec. 
23. 
Eyewitnesses said two government 
planes collided this morning while on 
missions against insurgent positions 
nine miles southwest of the capital. 
The two crew members of a T28 
fighter-bomber parachuted to safety 
but witnesses said the pilot of a light 
observation plane was killed. 
Coal Output 
Boost Seen 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - The 
U.S. Bureau of Mines says coal 
production this year can be 85 million 
tons more than in 1973 if existing oper­ 
ations work more days. 
A bureau report says domestic 
production could reach 675 million tons 
“ without 
taking 
environm ental 
shortcuts or compromising on miners’ 
health and safety protection.” 
The increase could come by: 
—Boosting the number of operating 
days at an average underground mine 
from the 227 days worked in 1972 to 259 
days or more. 
—Working two extra Saturdays each 
month. 
The report was based on 
1972 
figures, since complete 1973 produc­ 
tion data is not yet available.

Violence Flares

Violence flared again across Ohio’s 
highways overnight as independent 
truckers continued their strike. 
The slowdown in freight traffic was 
also having serious effects on Ohio 
industries. 
The Ohio Highway Patrol early 
today reported at least a dozen in­ 
cidents since midnight in scattered 
parts of the state. Five shootings were 
reported. The other incidents involved 
rocks and bottles thrown at trucks. 
No injuries were reported in this 
m orning’s incidents, although the 
patrol said at least three truckers were 
injured in rock-throwing 
incidents 
Friday. 
The patrol also reported that a 
woman driving an industrial catering 
service van was pulled from her truck 
and beaten Friday night. 
According to patrol reports, the 
woman 
was rescued 
when two 
steelhaulers driving past saw what 
was happening, stopped their rig and 
jumped out with a shotgun. 
Consumers also were expected to 
start feeling the pinch soon as grocery 
firms reported deliveries were down 
and oil companies said they were 
having trouble making deliveries. 
General Electric announced it will 
close four northeastern Ohio plants 
Monday, laying off 2,350 workers until 
the truckers’ strike ends. 
Some IOO employes of Republic Steel 
in Elyria were laid off Friday, and 
company spokesmen said “extensive” 
layoffs among 6,900 Republic workers 
in Canton and Massillon are possible 
by the end of next week if the protest 
continues. 
Container Corp. of America said its 
Ravenna plant will be closed Monday 
and Tuesday, and possibly longer, 
putting 130 employes temporarily out 
of work. 
The big General Motors Vega center 
was managing to continue operations, 
but officials indicated that the facility 


could be shut down at any time. 
Several grocery firms in northeast 
Ohio reported deliveries had slowed 
down. A spokesman for Fisher-Fazio 
food stores in Qeveland said the 
truckers want to shut down the food 
industry in northeastern Ohio and may 
succeed. 
The chain’s distribution center in 
Bedford Heights closed after pickets 
convinced drivers not to take their 
trucks out, according to spokesman 
Sam Giaimo. 
M elvin Grocery Co. in Massillon 
and the Fred W. Albrecht Grocery Co. 
in Akron reported deliveries were 
down 25 per cent. 
Giaimo predicted that consumers 
would detect a food shortage by the 
middle of next week. 
And an official of the Ohio Farm 
Bureau said the truck shutdown was 
affecting the flow of livestock, eggs 
and dairy products to markets. 
C. William Swank, Farm Bureau 
executive vice president, said Gov. 
John Gilligan should consider putting 
Ohio National Guard units on state 
highways. 
Gilligan’s office reported it has been 
beseiged with telegrams and phone 
calls 
from 
m anufacturers 
and 
businessmen caught short by the truck 
tie-up. 
But Gilligan said “the situation is 
such that we do not feel the presence of 
National Guard troops is necessary.” 
The governor said he had approved 
increased overtime for the Ohio High­ 
way Patrol to “put more men on the 
highways and assure the public that 
violence will not be tolerated ...” 
Gilligan also authorized use of 
National Guard helicopters to patrol 
in terstate highways to look for 
potential buildups of trucks and spot 
snipers and rock-throwers attempting 
to disrupt truck traffic. 
While the governor said he did not 
feel the use of National Guardsmen 
was necessary vet, he added that the 


adjutant general had assured him that 
troops “can be ready to roll within a 
matter of hours” if needed. 
Gilligan noted the Highway Patrol 
was offering protection to truckers 
wishing to keep operating in trouble 
areas. 
Armed National Guardsmen stood 
watch on Pennsylvania highways 
today as a spreading shutdown by 
independent truckers began throwing 
thousands of persons temporarily out 
of work. 


Incidents of scattered violence 
continued as truck traffic slowed down 
in parts of more than 20 states, 
stretching down the Eastern seaboard, 
into the South and across the Midwest. 
Thousands of drivers were observing 
the shutdown either because they 
agree with the truckers’ demand of 
guaranteed lower prices for diesel 
fuel, or because they were afraid to 
defy the strike call. The drivers also 
are seeking more money for the cargo 
they haul. 


The economic impact was being felt, 
and there were predictions that it 
would be felt even stronger in a matter 
of days. 
The Armour Food Co. announced it 
was closing down or curtailing 
operations at seven meat packing 
plants; other meat packing plants in 
Iowa, Texas and Missouri closed; 
General Electric shut down a plant in 
northeast Ohio; five small trucking 
firms in three states closed and two 
Philadelphia slaughterhouses locked 
their doors. 
In all, at least 10,000 workers were 
affected, and several major steel 
mills, a dozen large Appalachian coal 
mines and a major General Electric 
plant said they couldn’t operate much 
longer unless the trucks started rolling 
again. 
In addition, winter fruit and 
vegetables were said to be withering in 
Florida farm fields. 
Mansfield Replies To Nixon Talk 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In the of­ 
ficial 
Democratic 
response 
to 
President Nixon, Sen. Mike Mansfield 
has rejected Nixon’s call for a fast 
windup to Watergate investigations. 


He told the nation Friday night the 
Senate Watergate Committee may 
have to stay in business past its Feb. 28 
deadline to avoid jeopardizing Wa­ 
tergate trials and added the work of 
Special 
Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski 
must continue “for however long may 
be necessary.” 


“Whether it be months or years, 
there are no judicial shortcuts,” the 
Senate Democratic Leader said as he 
rejected Nixon’s contention in his State 
of the Union speech that “one year of 
Watergate is enough.” 
However, Mansfield said he doesn’t 
think either Watergate or the threat of 
impeachment have crippled President 
Nixon’s ability to govern. 
In contrast to Nixon’s Wednesday 
night speech, delivered with full pomp 
and ceremony to a joint session of Con­ 
gress and a packed gallery in the 
House cham ber, Mansfield spoke 
while seated at his desk in his office at 
the Capitol. 
When he finished his 30-minute 
prepared rem arks, the M ontana 
senator answered 42 questions in 20 
minutes from reporters. 
Unlike Nixon, Mansfield made a 
major point of the need for election 
reform, urging the President to join 
the Democrats in cleaning up what he 


called “ the campaign financing 
mess.” 
He said “we shall not finally come to 
grips with the problem except as we 
are prepared to pay for the public 
business of elections 
with 
public 
funds.” 
Where 
Nixon 
vowed 
“ to 
do 
everything we can to avoid gasoline 
rationing,” Mansfield said he thinks 
rationing is necessary to meet the 
current situation. 
“Do you like standing in lme to buy 
$2 worth of gasoline?” he asked. “Do 
you like paying 50-55 cents a gallon for 
gas?” 
He indicated he doesn’t share 
Nixon’s view that a recession will be 
avoided in 1974 as he warned of the 
need 
“to make certain that the 
(energy) shortage does not devastate 
the economy...” 
D eclaring 
the 
Dem ocratic- 
controlled 
Congress 
will 
push 
programs that will produce not only “a 
decent present” but “reach for a 
decent future,” Mansfield listed tax 
and pension reform, health insurance 
and a minimum wage hike as major 
legislative goals. 
He called for cuts in Nixon’s $304.4 
billion budget, particularly in defense, 
and 
said 
next 
N ovem ber’s 
congressional elections will “test the 
record of the past two years.” 
M ansfield listed congressional 
achievements of the past year, in­ 
cluding action to bar bombing of 
Cam bodia, limit presidential war 


powers and raise Social Security 
benefits, and gave his 1974 agenda. 
Then he plunged into Watergate and 
what he called “the related questions 
of impeachment and resignation.” 
He said Nixon’s vow to serve out his 
term 
“ closes 
the 
m atter 
of 
resignation” but said Congress has 
had to shoulder its “inescapable 
responsibilities” on Watergate and 
impeachment "in order to cleanse the 
political processes of the nation.” 
In what amounted to a pledge to 
conclude both House and Senate action 
before the end of 1974, he said he an­ 
ticipates that impeachment “ will be 
dealt with fully in this session.” 
During the question period, he said 
the Senate is “watching with great 
interest what happens in the House” 
but has done nothing so far to prepare 
for the trial that would follow if the 
House impeaches the President. 
Mansfield said he favors television 
coverage of both House and Senate 
impeachment proceedings. 
“What Watergate did to public 
confidence with regard to the nation’s 
politics,” the Montana senator said, 
“the energy crisis has done in the 
realm of the nation’s economy.” 
He said he thinks President Nixon 
has the authority to order rationing 
without the authority in the energy bill 
rejected last week by the Senate and 
said he thinks a price rollback, rather 
than excess profits legislation, may be 
the best way to deal with soaring 
prices. 
Sen. Scott's Leadership Shaky? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott is being 
advised his leadership position could 
be jeopardized by his repeated insist­ 
ence John W. Dean III lied in con­ 
tending President Nixon knew of the 
Watergate coverup. 
Some close to the Pennsylvania 
senator acknowledge that he has put 
himself on an extremely shaky limb in 
sticking to that stance, despite a 
Watergate prosecutor’s statement that 
Dean’s testimony has thus far stood 
up. 
Scott’s statements, which have not 
been backed by any of his Senate GOP 
colleagues, have drawn skepticism 
and some private criticism among 
members of his party already uneasy 
because of the Watergate scandal. 
Though aides point out that Scott’s 
internal party position could be 
strengthened by Nixon’s exoneration 
in the next few months, they make 
clear that they have advised him of the 
perils of prolonged support of the 
embattled President. 
One possibility they are watching for 
is a challenge to his leadership post at 
the start of the next Congress in 
January, presumably from Sen. 
Robert P. Griffin, R-Mich., his am­ 
bitious deputy. 
Griffin has pointedly refrained from 
expressing much support for the 
President recently and made clear to 


reporters Friday that he is happy to let 
Scott do the talking on the Nixon-Dean 
credibility problem. 
At the same time, however, Scott 
was down 
at the 
White 
House, 
declaring: “I’m not backtracking one 
single inch.” 
This 
was one day after 
Asst. 
Watergate Prosecutor Richard Davis 
said, “ based on the evidence we have 
accumulated so far, we have no reason 
for believing Mr. Dean has committed 
perjury in any proceeding.” 
Scott’s statements the past two 
weeks were based on transcripts 
brought to him by White House Chief of 
Staff Alexander M. Haig. They 
reportedly contradict Dean’s claim 
that Nixon’s awareness of the Water­ 
gate cover-up is evident in their 
conversations Sept. 15, 1972; Feb. 28, 
1973; and March 13, 1973. 
If that is so, it would uphold Nixon’s 
contention he first learned of the 
cover-up March 21, 1973. 
But presidential tape recordings of 
the Sept. 15, March 13 and March 21 
Nixon-Dean conversations are among 
those tum d over to the prosecutor’s 
office last year. 
Though the Scott camp suggested 
Thursday “we believe there is a tape 
Jaworski has not seen,” covering the 
Feb. 
28 Nixon-Dean conversation, 
those familiar with the m atter believe 
the prosecutor has tapes of all Nixon- 


Dean conversations on Watergate. 
Scott, meanwhile, did give some 
indications he is beginning to have 
second thoughts about his course, even 
while he was maintaining it. 


He sounded increasingly testy 
towards the end of the week. At one 
stage, when reporters pursued him for 
comment on Davis’ statement in court, 
he brushed by and said “I’m not 
commenting on anything.”

Don't Let Sunny Weather 
Tempt You Into Pruning

Don’t let sunny, warm breaks during 
winter tempt you into pruning your 
shrubs at the wrong time. The best 
time to prune roost evergreens is in 
late winter or early spring before new 
growth begins. But, we’ll talk about 
that in future columns. 
Right now we should discuss 
deciduous shrub pruning, just in case 
you have a warm, sunny weekend and 
an “itch” to get outside. 
The deciduous shrubs are woody 


plants that drop their 
leaves 
in 
autumn. Examples are lilac , For­ 
sythia, Snowball V iburnum , and 
Cranberry Cotoneaster. These plants 
are valued in the landscape for their 
branching characteristics, fall leaf 
color, flowers, or colored twigs in 
winter. Some have colorful fruit that 
attract birds. 
Good pruning is the selective 
removal of branches without changing 
the plants natural appearance or habit 
of growth. Shrubs pruned or trimmed 
to an artificial size or shape require 
more pruning than those pruned to

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Select Tillage 
That Allows 
Early Planting

Each year, Ohio farmers till be­ 
tween 6 and 7 million acres of land. The 
main purpose of this soil tillage is to 
prepare a desirable root zone and seed 
bed for planting crops. When done 
properly, planting on this tilled land 
should resu lt in desirable plant 
population and high yields. 
Ideally, tillage should be completed 
so crops can be planted at the times 
when high yields are probable, says 
Samuel Bone, Extension Agronomist 
at The Ohio State University. Each 
farmer must decide which tillage 
system will perm it him to plant at the 
best time, he adds. 
For example, depending only on the 
plow as a tillage tool has created some 
problems in getting crops planted on 
time. During the past five years, only 
half of the land intended for planting 
has been plowed by mid-April, Bone 
explains. And in 1973, only 20 per cent 
was plowed by that date. This late 
tillage delays the time at which 
planting can take place. The plowing 
operation not only takes considerable 
time and power, in terms of the tillage 
operation, 
but 
requires additional 
tillage after plowing prior to the 
planting. 
The best date for planting corn in 
Ohio is early April in the southern part 
and mid-May in the northern part. Yet, 
the five-year average date of planting 
for corn in Ohio indicates that by May 
IO only 30 per cent of the com has been 
planted, and nearly all of the soybeans 
have not been planted. Soybeans

should be planted during or shortly 
after corn planting, but both crops 
should be planted on or before the end 
of May. 
If plowing and the additional tillage 
necessary have been preventing a 
farm er from planting on tim e, Bone 
suggests considering other types of 
equipment for use in the tillage 
operation. Choices include the chisel, 
field cultivator, or the disc. These tools 
can be used as a once-over tillage prior 
to planting, and generally require less 
power, energy, and time when used 
just prior to the planting operation. 
In making tillage adjustments, two 
im portant considerations a re soil 
drainage and infiltration of water 
during the growing season. Soils that 
are fine textured and dark colored 
generally have drainage problems as 
do som e light-colored, 
m edium - 
textured soils. Farmers should plow 
these soils as soon as possible. Plowing 
these soils prior to March I, even when 
the soils are wet, should not damage 
crop response in the spring, Bone says. 
The tillage operation should consist 
only of a smoothing action to enable 
the planter to function properly. If 
these soils are not plowed until after 
March I, 
problems of inadequate 
tillage and plant stands could result. If 
no tillage at all has been completed on 
poorly drained soils by April, then 
shallow tillage should be done, using a 
disc or field cultivator ahead of 
planting. 
Many soils in Ohio, such as the 
medium-textured, light-colored soils 
do not have a favorable yield response 
to fall or spring plowing. The bare soil 
surface left by plowing results in poor 
w ater 
m anagem ent 
during 
the 
growing season. Soil roughness or crop 
residue on the surface is a more ef­ 
fective w ater management practice 
that generally results in yield in­ 
creases. 
Soils th a t have good in tern al 
drainage will respond to no-tillage 
planting where adequate residue cover 
is present. Some tillage should be 
considered on those light-colored, well- 
drained soils which are less than 50 to 
60 percent covered by residue. Bone 
recommends some tillage to produce a 
rough surface-using a field cultivator, 
a disc or chisel prior to planting. 
However, if these soils have a covering 
of 60 to 80 percent residue or have any 
vegetative growth on them, the no­ 
tillage approach to corn production 
would be desirable. 
Bone says that decreased tillage for 
soybean production should be mainly 
on dark-colored soils. Soybean yield 
response has not been as dram atic to 
residue cover on light-colored soils as 
has corn production. In addition, 
herbicides to control grass vegetation 
effectively in soybeans are generally 
not available. 
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keep their natural shape. Pruning also 
improves the health of the shrub by 
cutting out dead, diseased, broken, and 
overgrown branches that interfere 
with new growth. 
The 
ideal time to 
prune most 
deciduous plants is during the dormant 
season prior to start of new growth. 
Flowering shrubs may be an ex­ 
ception. Shrubs that bloom in spring 
should 
not be pruned until after 
flowering. However, if you don’t object 
to sacrificing some of the blooms, you 
can prune all flowering shrubs in early 
spring before growth starts. I^ate 
flowering shrubs that bloom on wood 
produced the same year can be pruned 
before growth starts in the spring 
without loss of blooms. 
There are three methods you can use 
to prune a shrub for a specific purpose. 
These are thinning-out, renewel or 
rejuvenation, and heading back or 
shearing. 
By thinning-out, branch or twig is 
cut off at its point of origin from the 
parent stem or to a lateral or side 
branch. This method of pruning results 
in a more open plant and does not 
stim ulate excessive new growth. Much 
growth can be cut off without changing 
the plants natural appearance or habit 
of growth. Plants can be maintained at 
a given height and spread for years by 
this method. Thin out the oldest and 
tallest stem s first. 
With renewal pruning, the oldest 
branches are gradually removed from 
an overgrown shrub at the ground 
level. It is best to do this over a period 
of three years or longer, leaving the 
younger more vigorous branches. New 
shoots that develop can be cut back to 
various lengths by the thinning method 
to develop into strong branches. 
Heading back or shearing refers to 
cutting back a branch anywhere along 
the length of a stem. The cut may be 
above a bud or below one. The effect of 
heading back or shearing is to con­ 
centrate vigorous upright new growth 
below the cut. Where all branches and 
twigs are headed back, more growth 
develops than was removed by the 
pruning. The natural form of the plant 
is altered by the extra growth.

It frees far­ 
m ers to produce without restriction in 
answ er to m arket dem and, and 
guarantees a minimum return for a 
producer’s normal production on his 
alloted acres. 
If payments are made under the new 
program they will be based on a 
producer’s entire allotment times his 
yield, which actually means about 36 
per cent larger acreage for payment. 
The former program made payments 
based on l/2 of the farm ’s feed grain 
base (the acreage planted in 1959 and 
1960). 
Mowery said the program continues 
through 1977. It also provides for 
disaster payments for losses due to 
drought, flood, or other disasters.

There’s no reason why bread should 
be selling for as much as a dollar a loaf 
by late spring, says Edgar Watkins, 
Extension 
Economist, 
Food 
Distribution, 
The 
Ohio 
State 
University. 
Watkins, in referring to recent news 
headlines on dollar-a-loaf bread, says 
the average price of a lMi pound loaf of 
bread is about 47 cents. The farm value 
of the wheat in that size loaf of bread is 
just over 10.5 cents. Other costs and 
profits account for 36.5 cents of the 47 
cents cost, he points out. 
In order for the wheat in a lVfe pound 
loaf of bread to be responsible for $1 
bread, the farm value of that wheat 
would have to jump from the present 
10.5 cents to 63.5 cents— the 63.5 cents 
being the difference between $1 per 
loaf and the other 36.5 cents of non-

wheat costs and profits in a loaf. For 
the farm value of the wheat in that loaf 
to rise to that 63.5 cents, wheat at the 
farm would have to rise to about $30 
per bushel, he adds. 
Department of Agriculture figures 
show that the farm value of the wheat 
in a 1 Mi pound loaf of bread has gone up 
about 6.1 cents in the last five years, 
while “ other costs and profits’’ in the 
same loaf of bread have gone up 7.9 
cents—more than the increase in the 
farm value of wheat. 
The United States grows far more 
wheat than it uses, Watkins says. The 
normal use of wheat for food in the 
United States is a little over 500 million 
bushels a year.

NEW YORK—We had a nice turnout 
for High Mass at our church last 
Sunday. Must have been a hundred 
people on hand. (The almost century- 
old main church seats 1,800.) The 
sermon was mercifully brief and to the 
point.

The 
devout man just in front of us put 
paper money, not change, in the 
collection basket as it reaped its 
meagre harvest.

“The Exorcist,” a 
tremendous box office hit in New York 
since it opened December 26, was

The theater was filled, at up 
to $5 a seat, and the double lines 
waiting to get in to see the shocking 
porn extended all the way around the 
block. Some in line might have to wait 
four hours to see the young actress 
masturbating with a crucifix. 
Our church has had a tough time 
keeping its doors open. The neigh­ 
borhood has changed over the past 
generation. The Irish have moved 
away and been replaced largely by 
blacks and Puerto Ricans, who don’t 
have the money to support the big 
church and its adjoining parochial 
school. Or the wish. Our progressive 
pastor believes the whole property 
should be leveled and replaced by a 
small church, 
a more functional 
school, and a high-rise apartment 
house that would offer medium-income 
shelter to neighborhood families now 
ill-housed in fire-trap walk-ups. It 
would pay for everything. But there is 
opposition to this proposal among 
some of the traditionalists: eloquent 
preachers and dear old ladies who stop 
parishioners and ask them to sign a 
petition to spare the life of the near­ 
bankrupt church.

A few months ago his chances would 
have been considered lower, mainly 
Economic 
Slowdown 
Predicted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon’s economic report to Congress 
today predicts the energy crisis will 
bring a marked slowdown this year in 
both demand for goods and output in 
Japan and Western Europe as well as 
other trading partners. 
His annual report said that while all 
oil importing countries will suffer from 
the cut in the supplies and the increase 
in oil prices, most countries will be 
more seriously affected than the 
United States because they rely more 
heavily upon oil imports. 
In Western Europe, the shortrun 
depressing effect on domestic demand 
as a result of high import prices will be 
greater than the reduction In Europe’s 
ability to produce because of the oil 
shortage. 
For Japan, the situation may be 
different and the effect on Japan’s 
ability to produce may be more severe. 
“In any case,” the report added, 
“there will be a marked slowdown and 
possibly an absolute decline in demand 
and output in most of the countries of 
the world with which we do business, 
except for the oil-exporting countries.” 
This outcome will influence the 
United States in a number of ways, the 
report said. It should help retard the 
price increase of raw industrial mate­ 
rials. The increase in the value of the 
dollar in the last quarter of 1973 also 
should help to slow the rise of dollar 
prices. But the exact effect on trade is 
not yet clear. 
Oil prices here will be lower than 
elsewhere because of price controls on 
a large part of U.S. oil supply. This 
situation will stimulate the export of 
U.S. products with a large oil com­ 
ponent, such as petrochemicals. 
On the other hand, the reduction of 
income and activity abroad and the 
depreciation of foreign currencies will 
tend to cut U.S. exports.

If the Arabs raise the price of oil, for 
example, it is inevitable that buyers oil 
will be importing a degree of bibation. 
If the price of Brazilian coffee beans 
rises, so also will raise the price here. 
This lessening of control over in­ 
flation may indeed accelerate in years 
to come if the world’s industrial 
communities grow together into one 
vast market place, with each nation’s 
economy highly dependent upon oth­ 
ers. 
The difficulty and sometimes futility 
of the inflation fight is shown in many 
wasy: 
—In promises by Herbert Stein, 
chairman of the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, that prices would 
soon stabilize, until after two years of 
such promises he was forced to con­ 
cede that prices will continue to rise in 
1974. 
—In the fact that Nixon, while 
proclaiming his philosophical bias for 
free markets, was forced to impose 
wage and price restraints. 
—In the realization that stability of 
domestic prices could inadvertently be 
disturbed by the activities of a few 
private companies selling grain to the 
Soviet Union. 
It is demonstrated in an even more 
important way. The President in his 
message made it clear that, given the 
choice of two evils — inflation or reces­ 
sion — he prefers inflation. 
It may sound incredible to younger 
Americans, but there was once a day 
when it was considered proper to 
reduce inflation by sacrificing jobs, 
purchasing power and production.

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'A Buggy To The Moon' 
Topic For Monday Club 


“ A Buggy To The Moon” was the 
topic of the program selected by Mrs. 
J. Austin Dowden for the first meeting 
of 1974 held by Monday Club in the 
meeting room of Pickaway County 
Historical Society. 
The research project written by Mrs. 
Dowden was a history of the early 
vehicles and facts about development 
of transportation in the city, state and 
nation. She emphasized the important 
role Ohio played in this development. 
The rapid growth of our continent 
has been due largely to the develop­ 
ment of efficiency in transportation. 
From the Conestoga wagons and stege 
coaches, canal boats and river 
steamers which moved the colonist to 
the interior and the early railroad 
transport that opened the west came 
the rapid development of modem 
means of transport. 
Although the first automobiles were 
made in Europe, United States has 
developed and used them to a greater 
degree than anywhere else. Our 
railroad mileage is the longest and the 
United States is among those nations 
where the use of airplanes is most 
common. 
, 
, 
Travel by boat was often preferred 
to walking and so most thriving set­ 
tlements were either along seacoasts 
or banks of navigable rivers and lake 
shores. Early Colonists had both 
lumber and skilled workmen to build 
boats and were able to maintain a 
steady ocean commerce with Europe. 
Many rivers and the Great I.akes 
served as highways to the interior. 
As trade expanded canals were built 
between main streams and lakes to 
speed up communication. Ohio had two 
major canal systems and several 
feeder canals. 
The coming of the railroad (spoken 
of as a calam ity) in the mid-19th 
century spelled the demise of the canal 
system, but not before the “ big ditch” 
had earned its place in history as a 
potent factor in development of in­ 
terior Ohio. It was an era of fellowship, 
kindly deeds, toleration, boundless 
human sympathy and good will. 
Experim ents 
with 
steam 
for 
watercraft brought the first steam­ 
boats to the inland waterways. The 
decade 1840-60 before railroad com­ 
petition began was the “ golden age” 
for steamship companies. Several 
carried passengers in all the comfort 
of an American hotel at a speed of 20 
miles per hour. All boats hauled 
freight and they were a scene of 
constant activity. 
Steamboats plied the eastern coast 
and lakes but sailing ships dominated 
the open oceans into the late 1800’s. 
Ocean liners were the province of 
Britian, France and Germany until the 
second half of the 19th century when 
the United States returned to ocean 
going passenger trade with two 
companies, American Steamship and 
White Star lines. 
The first real mainline railroad to be 
opened in America was the first sec­ 
tion of the Baltimore and Ohio in 1829. 
By the late 1800’s there were four 
railroad lines across the continent. The 
railroads expanded by laying more 
tracks and the steamboats became 
floating palaces of legend and song.

The "gay nineties” was the time of 
private steam yachts and elaborate 
private railroad cars. There was a 
stable behind many homes for the 
horse was the chief means of private 
transportation. 
Cable cars were followed by the 
more practical streetcars. Interurbans 
were usually built heavier than city 
streetcars and for a few brief years 
were a threat to the railroads. With 
further effort of railroads and 
development of motor cars the in- 
terurban cars were abandoned within 
a few years. 
Early motoring was more of a sport 
than a means of transport for there 
were few roads and the first 
automobiles were so temperamental 
that the driver had to be a capable 
mechanic. 
With the proliferation of the 
automobile came a demand for all 
weather roads. The increasing mobile 
population changed its pattern of 
living, shopping, vacationing and even 
courting. 
Along with the passenger cars and 
trucks came the motor busses and 
these soon became the most flexible 
and attractive form of passenger 
transport. 
For centuries man dreamed of flight 
and machines were developed in which 
man could be airborne. It began with 
Montgolfiers’ hot air balloon in 1783. At 
Dayton, Ohio and Kitty hawk, N. C., the 
Wright brothers worked slowly and 
patiently and overcame the failings of 
their predecessors. On Dec. 17, 1903, 
the Wright Flyer completed a flight of 
120 feet in 12 seconds to earn its niche 
in the hall of fame. In 1927 America’s 
traffic took to the air. The scene was 
set for a new dimension in trans­ 
portation to be available for civilians. 
In that year “ Lindy” thrilled the world 
with his flight from New York to Paris. 
Before the 30’s American airlines 
were flying to Europe and Asia. In this 
most recent means of transportation 
Ohio has played an important part. 
Dayton is known as the home of the 
Wright brothers and Akron is the home 
of lighter-than-air craft, the dirigibles. 
Space exploration has become the 
most exciting continuous story of the 
era. Chuck Yeager, a U.S. Air Force 
officer, was the first man to fly 
through the sound barrier into the 
smooth airflow of supersonic flight in 
1947. The research program continued 
with rocket powered aircraft for 20 
years until October, 1967, Major Pete 
Knight of the USAF rocketed to a 
height of more than 50 miles at a speed 
of 4,534 miles an hour. 
From the beginning of the space age 
it was a race between United States 
and the Soviet Union. The Russians 
Launched their Sputnicks and United 
States its Echo satellites for which the

In April of 1961 the Russian Gagarin 
made a simple orbit of earth and a 
month later U.S. Commander Alan 
Shepard was launched in a suborbital 
flight attaining a height of 115 miles.

Grissom, Young, White, Schirra, 
Borman and Lovell in space travels. 
It was Dec. 21, 1968 when Apollo 8 
began the greatest of human en­ 
deavors with Frank Bowman, James 
Lovell and William Anders aboard 
orbited the moon. Finally came the 
day that thousands had worked for 
years to make possible, it was July 16, 
1969, when Neil Armstrong, com­ 
mander, with Ed Aldrin and Mike 
Collins as co-pilots left earth on the 
great adventure. Four days later 
Armstrong and Aldren left the com­ 
mand module named Columbia and 
took the lunar module Eagle to a safe 
landing on the moon. Two Americans, 
one an Ohioan, had quite literally 
taken “ A Buggy To The Moon.”

Travel by boat was often preferred 
to walking and so most thriving set­ 
tlements were either along seacoasts 
or banks of navigable rivers and lake 
shores. Early Colonists had both 
lumber and skilled workmen to build 
boats and were able to maintain a 
steady ocean commerce with Europe. 
Many rivers and the Great I^akes 
served as highways to the interior. 
As trade expanded canals were built 
between main streams and lakes to 
speed up communication. Ohio had two 
major canal systems and several 
feeder canals. 
The coming of the railroad (spoken 
of as a calamity) in the mid-19th 
century spelled the demise of the canal 
system, but not before the “ big ditch" 
had earned its place in history as a 
potent factor in development of in­ 
terior Ohio. It was an era of fellowship, 
kindly deeds, toleration, boundless 
human sympathy and good will. 
Experiments 
with 
steam 
for 
watercraft brought the first steam­ 
boats to the inland waterways. The 
decade 1840-50 before railroad com­ 
petition began was the ‘‘golden age" 
for steamship companies. Several 
carried passengers in all the comfort 
of an American hotel at a speed of 20 
miles per hour. All boats hauled 
freight and they were a scene of 
constant activity. 
Steamboats plied the eastern coast 
and lakes but sailing ships dominated 
the open oceans into the late 1800’s. 
Ocean liners were the province of 
Britian, France and Germany until the 
second half of the 19th century when 
the United States returned to ocean 
going passenger trade with two 
companies, American Steamship and 
White Star lines. 
The first real mainline railroad to be 
opened in America was the first sec­ 
tion of the Baltimore and Ohio in 1829. 
By the late 1800’s there were four 
railroad lines across the continent. The 
railroads expanded by laying more 
tracks and the steamboats became 
floating palaces of legend and song.

The "gay nineties" was the time of 
private steam yachts and elaborate 
private railroad cars. There was a 
stable behind many homes for the 
horse was the chief means of private 
transportation. 
Cable cars were followed by the 
more practical streetcars. Interurban 
were usually built heavier than city 
streetcars and for a few brief years 
were a threat to the railroads. With 
further effort of railroads and 
development of motor cars the in­ 
terurban cars were abandoned within 
a few years. 
Early motoring was more of a sport 
than a means of transport for there 
were few roads and 
the first 
automobiles were so temperamental 
that the driver had to be a capable 
mechanic. 
With the proliferation of the 
automobile came a demand for all 
weather roads. The increasing mobile 
population changed its pattern of 
living, shopping, vacationing and even 
courting. 
Along with the passenger cars and 
trucks came the motor busses and 
these soon became the most flexible 
and attractive form of passenger 
transport. 
For centuries man dreamed of flight 
and machines were developed in which 
man could be airborne. It began with 
Montgolfiers’ hot air balloon in 1783. At 
Dayton, Ohio and Kittyhawk, N. C., the 
Wright brothers worked slowly and 
patiently and overcame the failings of 
their predecessors. On Dec. 17, 1903, 
the Wright Flyer completed a flight of 
120 feet in 12 seconds to earn its niche 
in the hall of fame. In 1927 America’s 
traffic took to the air. The scene was 
set for a new dimension in trans­ 
portation to be available for civilians. 
In that year "Lindy” thrilled the world 
with his flight from New York to Paris. 
Before the 30’s American airlines 
were flying to Europe and Asia. In this 
most recent means of transportation 
Ohio has played an important part. 
Dayton is known as the home of the 
Wright brothers and Akron is the home 
of lighter-than-air craft, the dirigibles. 
Space exploration has become the 
most exciting continuous story of the 
era. Chuck Yeager, a U.S. Air Force 
officer, was the first man to fly 
through the sound barrier into the 
smooth airflow of supersonic flight in 
1947. The research program continued 
with rocket powered aircraft for 20 
years until October, 1967, Major Pete 
Knight of the USAF rocketed to a 
height of more than 50 miles at a speed 
of 4,534 miles an hour. 
From the beginning of the space age 
it was a race between United States 
and the Soviet Union. The Russians 
Launched their Sputniks and United 
States its Echo satellites for which the 
local

In April of 1961 the Russian Gagarin 
made a simple orbit of earth and a 
month later U.S. Commander Alan 
Shepard was launched in a suborbital 
flight attaining a height of 115 miles. 
More progress was made with Lt. Col. 
John Glen, Major Gordon Cooner. 
Grissom, Young, White, Schirra, 
Borman and Lovell in space travels. 
It was Dec. 21, 1968 when Apollo 8 
began the greatest of human en­ 
deavors with Frank Bowman, James 
Lovell and William Anders aboard 
orbited the moon. Finally came the 
day that thousands had worked for 
years to make possible, it was July 16, 
1969, when Ned Armstrong, com­ 
mander, with Ed Aldrin and Mike 
Collins as co-pilots left earth on the 
great adventure. Four days later 
Armstrong and Aldren left the com­ 
mand module named Columbia and 
took the lunar module Eagle to a safe 
landing on the moon. Two Americans, 
one an Ohioan, had quite literally 
taken "A Buggy To The Moon.”

A 17-year-old Route 4, Circleville boy 
faced a charge of theft in Juvenile 
Court this past week along with three 
other delinquent offenders, one traffic 
violator and one neglected child.
